social Drinker or Alcoholic? 

Is it possible to determine whether a person’s 
drinking behaviors are within the limits of social 
drinking or whether they are in a pattern of an 
alcoholic? If it is possible, perhaps measures could be 
more effective in preventing chronic alcoholism than 
to change a persons’ behavior once he has acquired a 
detrimental drinking pattern. 

With this thought in mind, researchers have 
attempted to determine what behavioral variables arc 
basic to, and immediately related with, the act of 
becoming drunk. 

In a well-simulated, community-type bar, social 
drinkers from the community who consider 
themselves rather heavy drinkers, but have never 
experienced any disruption of normal activities due 
to alcoholic beverages, were compared with patients 
who had voluntarily committed themselves as 
alcoholics. All had a history of chronic alcoholism 
and previous commitments. 

There was no statistically significant difference 
in age between the alcoholics and social drinkers but 
the educational level of the social drinkers averaged 
five years greater than that of the alcoholics. 

Another development occurred in the grouping 
patterns during the experiment. The alcoholic 
patients who were under the direction and control of 
the hospital, were usually drinking in groups of three 
at a time, whereas social drinkers, who also were to 
be drinking in groups of three, either failed to appear 
or quite often would bring friends along to 
participate in the experiment. Consequently, the size 
of their groups ranged from three to six. 

In the first experiment, all drinkers were 
limited to six ounces of 86 proof liquor, or its 
equivalent, with a three-hour maximum time limit. 
During the second experiment, 16 ounces were 
permitted, with each session lasting a maximum of 
four hours. Thus there seemed to be less need for the 
patients “to make drinks last” to delay their return to 
the hospital wards as in the case of the first 
experiment. Conversely, this also tended to eliminate 
“rushing to get finished” which could skew the test 
data. 

During the second experiment, instructions 
specifically avoided implying that the participants 
were being "dared to drink” as a few of them seemed 
to feel the first time around. A cut off of 16 ounces 
was determined since unlimited drinking could prove 
to be a serious medical risk during a four-hour period. 
One other varient was built into the second 
experiment: for mixed drinks, two ounces mixture 
served with one ounce of liquor since some of the 
social drinkers had felt that the “one-to-one” ratio 
used for the first experiment was "a little stronger 
than they had been used to.” 

Differences between alcoholics and social 
drinkers were found to be much more apparent using 
the 16-ouncc consumption limit than with the 
six-ounce limit. Alcoholics rarely refuse any of the- 
possible 16 drinks whereas social drinkers rarely 
ordered more than 12 drinks and, in fact, averaged 
only 6Yi drinks per man. 


Both experiments showed that alcoholic 
patients preferred straight drinks, no matter» what 
type of intoxicating beverage was ordered; that they 
take larger sized sips no matter what they drink. In 
fact, they usually consumed a drink in two or three 
sips which would take the social drinker 
approximately nine sips to finish. Social drinkers 
typically ordered mixed drinks; taking from two to 
three times as long to consume a drink than did the 
alcoholic patient. This difference in time to consume 
a drink is a clear and highly significant difference 
between alcoholics and Jieavy social drinkers in the 
act of becoming drunk. 

A peculiar point of interest developed when the 
researchers examined the patterns of the social 
drinkers. The social drinkers who slowed their 
consumption as time went on actually drank nearly 
one drink more than the social drinkers who 
gradually increased the speed of their consumption. 

One other interesting aspect developed out of 
comparing those who ordered mixed drinks: the 
longer alcoholics drank, the longer the interval 
between sips; whereas, social drinkers tended to 
accelerate their sipping until they simply stopped 
drinkino 

The researchers stated that many important 
applications of the results of these studies can be 
pursued. For one thing, an operational definition of 
alcoholism based on observable drinking behaviors is 
possible. Some other specific behaviors not covered in 
these experiments should be explored, such as: time 
spent talking; time spent looking at other people; 
touching the glass; motor coordination; and so on. It 
may very well be that a variety of separate drinking 
patterns will be found. Such drinking patterns will 
likely correlate such variables as whether the person is 
a steady or a binge drinker, personality tests results, 
and whether the person drinks in bars or is a solitary 
drinker. 

Behavior therapists must know which behaviors 
need changing before attempting to change behavior 
patterns. For example, based on these experiments, 
training alcoholics to wait progressively longer 
between sips of a drink probably would be 
ineffective, since the experiments show that they 
already sip more slowly than social drinkers. Efforts 
to decrease the amount consumed per each sip are 
likely to prove fruitful. 

The paper concludes that there is an 
opportunity to train alcoholic persons to become 
social drinkers via various operant conditioning 
principles such as shifting his drinking habits to those 
of a social drinker. 

A behavior approach to alcoholism may have 
suffered from neglect, yet holds considerable promise 
if pursued by researchers and therapists. Large 
statistical samplings of alcoholic and social drinking 
patterns are needed to provide baselines against which 
a person’s drinking paneras can be compared. Then it 
could be determined if a person’s drinking paneras 
fall within an acceptable norm, whether the panems 
are those of an alcoholic, or tending towards 
alcoholism.
